Please amend claim 42 as follows: 


42. (Amended) A sustained release medicinal aerosol formulation comprising: 

(a) a propellant; 

(b) A therapeutically effective amount of a drug; and 

(c) a sufficient amount of a biocompatible polymer substantially completely 
dissolved in the formulation so as to provide for sustained release of the drug; 

wherein the sustained release formulation results in discrete, nonfilm forming particles 
upon delivery, and 

wherein the. formulation is contained in a metered dose inhaler for oral and/or nasal
